Teutons Fight Desperately
but in Vain to Retake
Delville Wood

ENGLISH GAIN GROUND

From Two to Three Regimenta
of Kaiser Annihi-
lated

From two to three German regi-
ments were wiped out in the savage
fighting in Delville Wood, it is officially
reported from London today.

Savage counter-attacks have beén de-
livered by the Germans in an effort to
recapture the wood from the British,
but all were repulsed with heavy losses.

Anothcr series of strong assaults
wns launched by the British against
the German positions in the region of
Pozieres and High Wood and at both
places the British gained ground.

General Haig's report indicated par-
ticularly violent engagements beyond
Pozieres, from which newly ecaptured
point the British are endeavoring to
push on toward Bapaume. There the
combat was marked by unceasing hand-
to-hand fighting.

Just north of Longueval, at Delville
Wood, British positions are under in-
tense pressure from the German lines,

On the whole front British, French
and Germand are bringing the full
weight of their artillery to bear, and
a colossal hig-gun combat is raging
along the greater part of the 40-mile
Picardy front.

The renewal and repulse of German
attacks at Verdun is reported by the
Parls War Office today. On the right
bank of the Meuse the French gained
gome ground in counter-attacks, Heavy
cannonading along the entire Verdun
front is reported.
